Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
McShane et al. 

McShane et al show in for example figure 2 a lead frame 14 having a multilayer 
plate like disc part 16 on which chip12 is mounted and a plate like lead part formed 
thinner than said disk part. Disk part and lead part are shown joined together by 
adhesive insulation 26. 

Said lead is also joined to a projected part 24 said projected part is shown 
thinner than the multilayer disk part. 

CoL 1, line 44 teaches use of the material recited in claim 4. 

The claims contain method of making characteristics ( i.e. joined by ultrasonic 
welding) given no patentable weight in determining the patentability of the final device 
structure. 

Note that a Aproduct by processs claim is directed to the product per se, no matter how actually made, In re Hirao 190 
USPQ 15 at 17(footnote 3). See also In re Brown, 173 USPQ 685; In re Luck, 177 USPQ 523; In re Fessman, 180 USPQ 324; In re 
Avery, 186 USPQ 161 and In re Marosi et al, 218 USPQ 289, all of which make it clear that it is the patentability of the final product 
per se which must be determined in Aproduct by process= claims, and not the patentability of the process, and that, as here, an old 
or obvious product produced by a new method is not patentable as a product, whether claimed in Aproduct by process= claims or 
not. 



Claims 1-7 are rejected. 
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Bailey et al, Kuriyana, Mita et al, Webb, Cowley, Gillet et al, Planey, Mangiagli et 
al, Ota et al and Troger et al are cited to show lead and disk part.
